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(By Our MOoToRING CORRESPONDENT.) — 

Mr. Constantinesco, who has a splendid 
record behind him of technical achievement— 
it was he who synchronised the machine gun 
and the engine of an aeroplane so that bullets 
could be fired between the propeller blades at 
the rate of thousands a minute—has invented 
a new form of power transmission which, if it 
does not revolutionise it, will at least leave a 
deep impression upon motor car design. At 
one sweep he has abolished clutch, gear-box, 
and the conventional back axle drive. The 
current issue of Zhe Motor contains full de- 
tails of a searching test to which the brilliant 
Rumanian engineer's device was submitted 
recently. 

The power of the engine, instead of being 
utilised in the ordinary way, is “‘ piled up,” 
and the torque is amplified by means of a 
‘torque converter.”’- This in effect is an in- 
finitely variable gear, which automatically 
adjusts itself to load and gradient. The new 
gear—I may call it that—was fitted to a 10 
h.p. car, and gave extraordinary results. The 
car was laden with ten men, and then was 
started on a gradient of 1 in 8. It moved off 
smoothly and accelerated quickly. — 

Next blocks of wood were placed in front 
of the rear wheels, and Mr. Constantinesco 
pressed the accelerator. As the engine speed 
increased the torque was “built up in the 
special back axle, and the car began to crawl 
over the obstacles. The third test was, per- 
haps, the most remarkable; certainly, it 
would be difficult to conceive a more severe 
one. A four-ton lorry, fully laden, was at- 
tached to the chassis, and thé engine, vary- 
ing itself to the load with perfect ease, towed 
along at quite a brisk pace. 

The invention is not yet perfect—what in- 
vention is?—and probably engineers will 
criticise it. But the way in which it emerged 
from the tests, and Mr. Constantinesco’s fine 
record, leave no room for doubt about its 
usefulness. It eliminates friction, noise, and 
reversal of drive in the transmission; and it 
reduces weight, thereby making it possible to 
use a much smaller power unit for a given 
load and speed. I shall follow its development 
with interest. There seems to be no reason 
why ultimately the device should not be used 
in any chassis, and when that comes the day 
of the fool-proof car will have dawned,

This, according to the experience of former 
years, should be the ‘‘silly season ” in the 
motor trade. But íor once the rule has been 
broken. The remarkable reductions that have 
been announced recently by British manufac- 
turers have stimulated the demand, and busi- 
ness is brisk. The makers of the Morris cars 
(for which Messrs. G. “A. Brittain, Hatch 
street, Dublin, are the sole agents in the Irish 
Free State) deserve full credit for the lead that 
they have given in the matter. They took a 
courageous course and deserve the success that 
has attended it. I hope soon to have 4 run on the 
new Morris models and to record my impres- 
sions faithfully in this column. 

With an increased demand for new cars, it 
is natural that the trade in second-hand cars 
and motor cycles should benefit also. A 
glance at the small advertisements which ap- 

ear on this page will show some of the 

argains that are offered, 

To the man who is about to enter the ranks 
of the owner-driver for the first time, and has 
little or no mechanical knowledge, a few 
words of advice may not be unacceptable. In 
the first place, then, I advise him to consult 
some independent expert before he parts with 
his money. It is just as necessary to ‘‘ vet”’ 
a car as it is to “vet” a horse. A car that 
is in bad condition is seldom a bargain,. even 
if the price is merely the proverbial old song. 


Points to Remember. 


The year of manufacture has an important 
bearing on values. In the two years imme- 
diately after the war many hastily designed 
and hastily built cars were placed on the 
market. Theré was a brief period of 
prosperity, and then the manufacturers dis- 
appeared. The novice should shun all but 
the best-known makes which were built dur- 
ing 1919 and 1920. Otherwise he may find 
himself with a useless box of tricks for which 
it is impossible to obtain spare parts. 

The first thing to do is to make a thorough 
examination of the whole outfit. If the ebich- 
work has been neglected, it may be taken 
with a fair degree of certainty that the engine 
and chassis have not been treated with great 
care, 

Test the steering gear for excessive back 
lash; jack up the wheels and try them for 
side play and worn bearings; note whether 
the brake connections have been taken up; 
examine the springs for cracked leaves, and

examine the tyres—uneven wear is a sign that 
the wheels are out of gre “na ; 

The novice can do all these things in the 
garage. If he feels satisfied that the car is a 
bargain, he should insist on a trial run before 
he takes the decisive step, and defects that 
have escaped him may be revealed. 


Cheaper Petrol. 


The latest reduction in the price of petrol 
is more than welcome. It means a saving of 
anything from £15 to £20 a year to the 
owner-driver, and leaves us in a better posi- 
tion than we were in before the war. '' For 
this relief much thanks. ' 

The two main reasons for the fal! are over- 

roduction and lessened demand. The in- 
dustrial state of Central Europe has made 
motoring a luxury in Germany and Austria, 
Poland and Czecho-Slovakia; and in the 
United States, where the trade boom appears 
to have spent its force, the demand has 
diminished. Stocks have been accumulating 
at a great rate in America. In the first six 
months of this year the field stocks increased 
by no fewer than .55,000,000 barrels. New 
wells are coming into bearing, and it is 
possible, therefore, that there will be further 
‘‘cuts ” in prices before long. 


The ‘* Bluebird.’’ 


The “ Bluebird,” the latest product of the 
Willys-Overland Company, represents an 
earnest attempt to combine the elegance of 
the English-built car with the power and low 
cost of the American-built car. This is a 
step in the right direction, and it has been 
made at the right time. The recent reductions 
in the price of British cars is bound to affect 
the demand for the cheaper type of cars from 
over-seas. Motorists are not going to invest 
in cars which simply “take you there and 
bring you back again,” when, for approxi- 
mately the same figure, they can purchase 
machines which will not only do the work 
guite as effectively, but will make better pro- 
vision for the comfort of the driver and 
passengers, 

The designers of the “ Bluebird’ have 
aimed at the happy mean between the two 
types, and have produced a car which should 
make a wide appeal. The “ Bluebird”’ is a 
smurt-looking car; that “ tinny ” appearance, 
which usually is associated with the output of 
the great “ standard production ” factories, 
is conspicuous by its absence. 
work may not be up to the best English 
standard, but i is suiticiently good to please 
all but the most fastidious. The seats— 
there is ample accommodation for a driver and 
four passengers—are comfortable and roomy. 
They are thickly padded and have resilient 
springs of a well-known make. 

The specification of the ‘‘ Bluebird,’’ which 
is built in'Canada, corresponds in many re- 
spects to that of the British-built Overland. 
and it is not necessary for me to deal with 
it m detail, The car, fully equipped—not a 
single “extra” is needed—costs only £295, 
f.0.b, Manchester (this includes the import 
duty), and is remarkable value. The h.p.

come through that test. In places the roads 
were exceedingly bad and there were many 
hills that we could not rush, but the engine 
never faltered.

Speaking at. a luncheon which was given in 
Belfast yesterday to Lord Sands, the well- 
known Scottish judge, by Mr.: Robert Craw- 
ford, M.P., President of the Ruling Elders’ 
Union of the Irish Presbyterian Church, 

Sir James Craig, Prime Minister of 
Northern Ireland, speaking of the early days 
of the Ulster Parliament, said that a new 
Parliament was always difficult; but with a 
rew Parliament with all the members practi- 
cally new in the sense of Parliamentary ex- 
perience it became additionally difficult. The 


they had been, representatives of themselves 
in the true sense of the word, and those re- 
présentatives in the Northern Parliament had 
done their duty fearlessly and properly to- 
wards those who had sent them to adorn that 
assembly. 

Proceeding, Sir James remarked that he 
could not say what the future might hold. 
At any rate, a Government was hardly worth 
the name unless it had a policy, and a con- 
sistent policy. '' The policy we have mapped 
out,” he went on, ‘is law and arder in our 
midst, and that all classes should obey the 
law without fear or favour.”’ es gape os 
After they had established law and order 
they had proceeded to carry out pledges that 
he had made to tlie public at large, and 
pledges which he certainly would not have 
approached the electorate again without 
carrying out or resigning. 

THE FUTURE BRIGHY. 

“ To that legislation we intend to adhere,”’ 
declared the Prime Minister. ‘It is im- 
portant that the public should know where 
they stand,” he went on. ‘ They are not 
dealing with straws blown hither and thither. 
It is well they should know that we will 
ste the plough to the e-.l of the furrow. 
We stand by the legislation we have passed, 
and, so far as I am concerned, I am proud 
cf that legislation. At all events, it was 
assed unanimously by both Houses of Par- 
ai hhAs se other words, the people s repre- 
sentatives acquiesced in the measures pro- 
duced.’’ (Applause.) 

The future, in his opinion, was very bright. 
Not only had they come into power at the 
very worst of times, from the standpoint of 
law and order, but er had also come in in 
the midst of a terrible trade depression, 
which had pursued them from that day to 
the present one. Wherever they looked 
throughout Ulster they found trade bad and 
the harvest bad. From these points of view 
it had, indeed, been a difficult time. He 
felt sure, however, that the grit of the Ulster 
people would pull them through these times 
of stress, as, by the blessing of God, they 
were pulled through times of stress before. 
All the statistics showed them that unemploy- 
ment was still steadily on the downward 


grade. 

With regard to agriculture, the Prime 
Minister expressed the hope that legislation 
would be introduced this autumn in the Im- 

rial Parliament first of all, for the round- 
ing off of land purchase in Northern Ire- 
land, and would go a long way to help agri- 


culture. 

MALICIOUS DAMAGE. 

Besides the grant of £128,000 towards 
agriculture, the Imperial Government would 
meet them still further with regard to the 
quantity of compensation for malicious in- 
jvries. His argument to Great Britain was 
that if they were to hand over self-govern- 
ment to Northern Ireland, they must hand it 
over as a going machine, and he was glad 
to say that the argument had won the day, 
anc that the British Government, through 
Mr. Pollock, the Minister of Finance, had 
treated them with generosity. 

Believe me, concluded the Prime Minisfer, 
UWister ‘is, first of all, sound. We only re- 
qvire to stand together and to pull together 
to make Ulster a success, and not to let 
those who picture gloomy pictures to get the 
better of us. I am a great believer in my 
native land, and I will never desert her. 
(Applause.) ,

DISFIGUREMENT OF THE 
COUNTRYSIDE. 


UNSIGHTLY ADVERTISEMENTS 


The British Minister of Transport has 
addressed a letter to all County Councils, 
drawing attention to the disfigurement of tre 
countryside by the placing of unsightly ad- 
vertisemente along public highways. 

The Minister points out that large hoardings 
are now being erected by the side of some 
of the new arterial] roads in the area of 
Greater London, even before the works have 
been completed and the roads opened to 
traffic. The letter continues :—‘‘ During the 
ap few years large sums have been spent 
y the Government and by the highway 
authorities in the improvement of important 
roads, and m the construction of new roads. 
It appeare to the Minister that it would be 
lamentable that these great arteries of traffic 
should be immediately marred and disfigured 
by unsightly advertisements, and the way- 
faring public thereby deprived, in great 
measure, of the enjoyment which public high- 
ways should afford.” 

The letter suggests that the Councils should 
consider whether any further action can be 
taken under the Advertisements Reguiation 
Act, or otherwise, to the safeguard the high- 
ways. :

Owing 
to the lack of orders the woollen factory at 
Ballymore Eustace has at present only a few 
hands working, while at one time this factory 
gave great employment in the district, which 
is in the centre of the finest wool country in 
Treland. 

It was hoped at one time that the Bally- 
more factory would receive orders for cloth 
for the new Irish Army, The orders, how- 
ever, did not arrive, and the large factory 
is now practically idle. 

_ The old tannery at Ballitore is another 
industry to suffer severely recently. Only a 
few hands are now employed there, with the 
result that a great financial loss is being felt 
in the neighbourhood.

The Reichstag’s Problem. 


Yesterday the German Reichstag opened 
a debate which is likely to be fateful 
for the future of the Reich. Dr. 
Stresemann has succeeded in forming 
a Government, largely of bourgeois repre- 
sentatives, and now he must justify to 
the nation his abandonment of passive 
resistance. His task will not be so easy 
as it would be in almost any other 
European country; for the Germans are 
notoriously slow to grasp unpleasant facts, 
and‘ millions of them are convinced that 
what they regard as the “betrayal” of 
the Ruhr was totally unnecessary. Dr. 
Stresemann, however, is a realist of the 
Bismarck school. He yielded in the 
Ruhr policy which he had _ inherited 
from Dr. Cuno, not because he was less 
patriotic than his immediate predecessor, 
but because the inexorable pressure of 
economic fact forced him to the con- 
clusion that there was no reasonable 
alternative. He was attacked yesterday 
by Count Westarp, the last of the 
Prussian Junkers, and he is being 
attacked by the reactionaries in Bavaria 
and the Communists of Saxony. Never- 
theless, Dr. Breitcheid’s speech in 
the Reichstag proves that the Govern- 
ment is determined to persist in its Real-

So far as Britain is concerned, tha 
reparations problem now resolves itself 
into two parts. Germany's total indebted- 
ness must be fixed beyond yea or nay; 
and the methods of its discharge must be 
determined. Many attempts have been 
made to compute the exact capacity of 
Germany to pay; but the events of the 
past nine months have wrought drastic 
changes in German economy, and the old 
figures now are almost worthless. Pend- 
‘ing further inquiry, however, the British 
estimate of £2,500,000,000 still stands, 
and no time ought to be lost in deciding 
how this amount is to be. collected. 
Obviously there must be some measure 
of control over German: finance, because 
the mark has ceased to count as a 
medium of exchange. - Everything points 
to the necessity for an early con- 
ference, which should be attended by 
Allied and German representatives, with, 
say,- an American or some other 
“neutral’’ chairman. It is purely a 
matter of pounds, shillings and pence. 
Political considerations ought to be kept 
remote from the conference, and Britain 
and France ought to come to a definite 
understanding both on principles and on 
detail before conversations begin. The 
slightest -sign of divergence between 
British and French views would be fatal.

The Spanish Way. 


The new Spanish Minister of the Interior 
has taken a step which is very rare in 
th. history of, peace-time Governments. 
A circular has been issued to all Civil 
Governors instructing them that in future 
the profits of.firms dealing in Articles of 
prime necessity are to be restricted to a 
gross profit on their sales of fourteen 
per cent. Of this profit six per cent. is 
allowed to cover administration expenses, 
three per cent. for emergencies and five 
per cent. for interest on capital investment. 
Penalties will be enforced against persons 
who fail to comply with the decree. Nearly 
all Europe’s post-war Governments have 
been compelted to consider how “ profiteer- 
ing ” in the necessaries of life can be 
prevented, but none so far has found a 
solution. The Spanish Government may 
be compelled to revise its figures or even 
to withdraw its decrees; but it can claim 
at least the credit of having taken the bull 
by the horns in proper Andalusian fashion. 
The weakness of the programme seems to 
lie in the fact that it does not embrace 
the producer, Russia and Germany have 
taught the lesson that the farmer simply 
refuses to produce food if he is compelled 
to take a fixed instead of a market price. 
On the other hand, the middleman and 
the retailer, if they are limited to their 
fourteen per cent., will have no incentive 
to buy as cheaply as possible. Thus the 
consumer may find himself paying as much 
as ever, while the additional profit goes 
to the farmer, or the foreign exporter 
instead of to the distributor and retailer. 
If this result can be avoided, the Spanish 
Government’s brave stroke on behalf cf 
the consumer may inspire other and more 
cautious executives to similar, if perhaps, 
less drastic, action.

THE COURTS OF JUSTICE. BILL. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. |

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—While we all must appreciate the fine 
literary flavour of Lord Justice O'Connor s 
letter, and must regret that he is to leave the 
Irish Bench so soon, there are many, Í fear, 
who cannot agree with his statements or his 
conclusions. le looks at the matter, if I 
may say so, from a lawyer's standpoint, and 
from that alone. ‘Cheap law is poor law © 
he proclaims from the housetops, but surely 
the statement is an absolute fallacy. Arti- 
ficial conditions under which a lawyer has to 
earn his living have given rise to the 
aphorism, but it is as false as most sayings 
of the kind. If I have a strong case at law to 
recover damages for injury to my person or 
character, why should I be debarred from 
taking action because‘this or that lawyer is 
allowed to charge me exorbitant fees? The 
fact is simply this—and every wise man 
knows it: litigation nowadays is not worth 
while, for the expense of the thing neutralises 
any profit that may accrue. The Lord Justice 
naively maintains that law is expensive 
in order to reduce litigation, Credat 
Judaus, non ego. 

Then judges must be paid enormous salaries 
entirely out of proportion to the work they 
do, so as to attract the fine flower of the 
Bar and stimulate the ambition of budding 
barristers. Here let me say that, within the 
past ten or twenty years, the Irish Bench has 
been notoriously over-manned and _ under- 
worked. Nobody for one moment can com- 
pare the work of an Irish judge with that of 
his English brother; for litigation has been 
very slack in this country for many years. 
Well, sir—without reviling either the living 
or the dead—have the prizes fallen always 
to the worthy ones, or have they not been 
given in many cases to political partisans? I 
remember well the case of The MacDermot, 
who was one of te ablest lawyers at the 
Irish Bar. and died a disappointed man, 
because, for political reasons only, he had 
missed a judgeship. Many other similar cases 
could be cited, and are known to lawyers. 
The Lord Justice, I am afraid, ‘‘ doth protest 
too much,.’’—Yours, etc.,

INLAND FISHERIES. 

TO THE EPITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—I notice that the Fisheries Depart- 
ment is being subjected to a considerable 
amount of adverse criticism of late, and con- 
sidered in some quarters to be almost de- 
funct and ready for extinction. On the con- 
trary, in my opinion, the time is at hand 
when it should be induced to renew ite activi- 
ties, especially in a country where the need of 
such a body is of paramount importance. 

I cannot help wondering if the majority of 
the people in the Free State realise the 
cnormous potentialities that we possess in 
our inland fisheries from the sporting point 
of view. Our cousins in the Land of Cakes 
are fully alive to the eituation as it affects . 
them, with the result that their lakes and 
rivers are preserved, and the letting of 
fisheries so organised that a very handsome 
annual revenue is received, together with the 
increase in tourist traffic which generally 
follows the sportsman. In the South of Eng- 
land on many trout streams a charge of £100 
per rod for a portion of the fishing season 
is by no means uncommon, and the number of 
applicants for such is usually in excess of the 
éupply. 

In Ireland we have the finest free trout 
fisheries both in lake and river | outside 
New Zealand, and yet there are thousands of 
sportsmen in the British Isles within easy 
reach who know nothing of Lakes Corrib, Mask, 
Conn, Arrow and others too numerous to 
mention, not to speak of the celebrated West- 
meath lakes which, of course, are very well 
known. On Lake Corrib alone a fleet of 300 
boats could be busily engaged during the 
dapping season with a certainty of sport for 
everyone, whereas this priceless sheet of 
water is utterly neglected save for the few 
local anglers who love and appreciate it.

All that is required is a 
little organisation and sufficient money ex- 
pended to enable us to direct a propaganda, 
which will result in many thousands of dis- 
ciples of the rod being made acquainted with 
the lakes and rivers of Ireland, which up to 
the present appear to have been utterly 
neglected. From a health-giving point of 
view our western lakes are absolutely unique 
and a day on Lake Corrib or Mask must he 
experienced to be fully appreciated, apart 
altogether from the question whether one is 
lucky enough to kill a four or five pound 
lake trout, of which there are ample to meet 
the needs of the most exacting sportsman.—

Railway Travelling. 

Unless autumn travel should show an 
unexpected slump, it is estimated that the 
railways will carry eighty million more 
passengers than they did last year. These 
figures are based on the returns of the 
first four months of the year, and no 
actual figures are as yet available con- 
cerning the months from April until 
October. It is known, however, that the 
holiday trafic has been exceptionally 
large and that some of the lines have 
broken all previous records. The August 
Bank Holiday traffic was the largest ever 
carried. The Continental traffic has been 
remarkable. On. one day in August there 
were twenty-one. boat trains from Victoria, 
instead of the usual nine. The great in- 
crease in traffic is ascribed to the increased 
amount of advertising done by the com- 
panies. 


Horatio Bottomley.

\ BERLIN, Monday. 

The Emergency Law not being rt dy for 
debate, the Reichstag spent a compératively 
quiet day in discussing the political bituation 
generally. i i : 

The first speaker was Herr Breitscheid, on 
behalf of the Socia! Democrats, who supported 
the abandonment of passive resistance. He 
declared that the Cuno Government, in back- 
ing up passive resistance, had piaced its hopes 
in God and England. The latter, however, 
in reality, had completely failed, and had 
done nothing beyond platonic declarations of 
sympathy in establishing the illegality of the 
Ruhr invasion, Herr Breitscheid ceclared 
that M. Poincaré wished to gain time while 
chaos was increasing in Germany. ‘“ He has 
the Rhineland,’’ the speaker added, “ and a 
separatist movement has been created with 
French money. The populace has rejected 
the movement, for the Rhineland is German 
and must remain German.”’ 

Herr Breitscheid said that Dr. von Kahr 
wished to make Bavaria a stronghold of 
reaction, from which the Monarchy should 
also be restored to Germany. The “state 
of emergency ” in Bavaria was really directed 
against the Republic, and for reaction. 

Count Westarp, the German Nationalist, 
declared that in Germany the only possible 
policy was to rule against social democracy, 
and his party therefore, demanded 
the severance of the Government from 
social democracy. The party strongly opposed 
the Government, while it had full confidence 
in Dr, von Kahr. The danger existed that the 
people, owing to lack of stable currency, 
would soon be unable to obtain bread, and 
would be hungry owing to the lack of means 
of payment. 

- This remark caused an outburst of indigna- 
tion among the Coalition parties, particularly 
when the speaker added that the farmers no 
longer could sell their products owing to the 
collapse of German currency. 

Dr. Stresemann here intervened and sharply 
criticised Count Westarp for his speech. 

Count Westarp declared that the acts of 
sabotage in the Ruhr were justifiable acts of 
defence, and they were a national duty. 
(Uproar among the Socialists.) . “We  de- 
mand,’’ he proceeded, “a breach of relations 
‘with France, with all its consequences.”’ 
(Cries of “War” and applause by the 
German Nationals. Hissing and dissent from 


Herr Stresemann then rose to speak, bu 
was unable-to make himself heard for some 
time, owing to continual uproar. . 

The Chancellor repudiated in the sharpes 
manner Count Westarp’s criticisms, and de- 
fended at length his policy of abandonment of 
passive resistance. 

Herr Stresemann later explained that the 
giving up of passive resistance must be ac- 
companied by concessions, if not in the matter 
of reparations, at least as regards those who 
had been imprisoned or expelled, and must 
also imply the restoration of German 
sovereignty. 

Up to the present, continued the Chancellor, 
M. Poincaré had refused to deal with Ger- 
many as long as passive resistance continued. 
It was possible that he would still delay 
negotiations for a time, until he was convinced 
that passive resistance was ended. Perhaps, 
no negotiations would be possible at all, or 
such conditions might be laid down that they 
could not receive German signature. 

Subsequently a vote of confidence in the 
Government was passed.—(Reuter.)

The ship encountered thick “weather 
throughout Sunday and was affected by the 
heavy tide. Yesterday she missed her course 
and at three o'clock struck the rocks nine 
‘miles off Penzance. Calls for help were sent 
out and the Penlee and Sennan lifeboats re- 
sponded. One lifeboat was alongside within 
twenty-five minutes. 

The steamer was held fast ‘and was badly 
holed, the water pouring in quickly. Four 
boats containing members of the crew had 
already put off. Two boat loads were picked 
up by the fishing boat Pioneer, which was 
standing by, and the lifebpats proceeded to 


rescue the others. 


SHIP ABANDONED. 


RESCUE DIFFICULTIES. 


None of the officers had left the ship when 
the lifeboats hove alongside, but it was 
realised that the ship’s position was hopeless, 
and that she must be abandoned. 

The rescue operations were difficult and 
dangerous, as the lifeboats were bumped 
against the side of the ship by the heavy 
swell. Perfect order prevailed, however, and 
no one was injured. 

The women clambered down a rope ladder 
made fast to the rails of the steamer, and held 
at the other end by the Sennen lifeboat crew. 
It was a most dangerous operation, as at 
one moment the lifeboat was lifted high above 
the ship on the top of a wave, and then sunk 
me T4 into the trough of the sea. 

‘hen the women and ten members of the 
crew had been taken off in this way, the life- 
boat had to let go, as its starboard bollard 
had been stove in and the motor engine 
damaged by the bumping. The other mem- 
bers of the crew jumped one by one into the 
Penlee lifeboat as opportunity offered. 

The coxswain of the Sennen lifeboat said

she was in a critical condition, with the water 
pouring in quickly.

SPANISH PROVINCES TO BE

CARTERS’ STRIKE. 
DUNDALK DOCKERS' 


SETTLEMENT. 


The prospect of a settlement of the labour 
disputes in Dublin was regarded with some | 
measure of hope last night. ' The conferences 
between the Government and the employers 
and the men are still carried on, and while 
little information is available as to the extent 


or the nature of the ground traversed, ‘he 
very existence of the conferences is taken by 


.the public as a good sign. 


In Cork, where the paralysis of trade has 
been greater than anywhere else in the Viee 
State; the negotiations are proceeding satis- 


factorily, and an early settlement of the dis- | 


tributive workers’ strike appears to be likely. 

The most cheerful news comes from Dun- 
dalk, where the strike of dockers, which has 
been in existence for the past six months, 
was settled last night, and the men will 
resume work at once. ; 

THE DUBLIN CONFERENCES. 

The Ministry of Industry and Commerce, 
which is immediately concerned with the state 
of affairs in Dublin, is leaving no stone un- 
turned to bring about a settlement of the dis- 
putes. In the conversations’ which have taken 
place during the past four or five days the 
main difficulty was to obtain the assent of the 
contending parties to a working compromise. 
That difficulty, it is said, still persists. The 
cost of living is the rock to which the 
workers cling, and what they say is that the 
Government must deal in a very determined 
manner with the problem. 

President Cosgrave said in the Dail last 
week that food ‘prices must be reduced before 


wages are cut. The purchaser is powerless 


against the shopkeeper unless something I 
the nature of co-operation is established. The 
master bakers have reduced the price of 
bread. but at the same time the milk vendors 
have increased their prices, and the victuallers 
still maintain their profits. 

It has been suggested in some quarters that 
a food control, such as that which was in 
operation during the war should be 


established. 


PARTIAL STRIKE OF 
CARTERS.

MAJORITY OF THE MEN AT 
WORK. 


The strike of carters in Dublin yesterday did 
not seriously affect the business of carting at 
the quays. About 400 of the 800 carters em- 
ployed by members of the Master Carriers’ As- 
scciation struck work because their employers 
insisted on a reduction in their wages. The 
others upon whom no such demand was made 
remained at work. The strikers included men 
employed by Messrs. John Wallis and Sor. 
Wordie and Co., Cullen, Allen and Co., Gray 
and Co., Fitzpatrick, O’Brien, Gillan, and 
Lynch. 

‘Other members of the Master Carriers’ 
Association decided, at the eleventh hour, not 
to impose the “cut,” in order not to em- 
barrass the Government in its efforts to settle 
the labour troubles. Thus, Messrs. Richard- 
son, Rogers, Duffy, and Warren are carrying 
on as usual. These firms do a good deal of 
carting for Messrs. Guinness, and for this 
work their men are being paid late rates 
pending a settlement. i 

The railway carting work, which is usually 
done by Messrs. Wallis and Messrs. Wordie, 
is now being carried on by small carters, who 
have built up quite a good business since the 
arrival of chartered ships at the port. 

Other firms whose men continued at work 
were Messrs. Thompson, carriers to the 
Dublin Corporation, and the mail van section 
of Messrs. John Wallis and Sons. 

When seen by an Zrish Times representative, 
Mr. Chapman, Secretary of the Carriers’ 
Association, refused to admit that any carters 
employed by members of the Association, ex- 
cept those working for Guinness, were at 
work. 

It was learned by our representative yester- 
day that the prospects of a complete settle- 
ment of the various disputes are good, 

WORK. AT THE QUAYS. 

Along the quays there was no change in 
the situation, Chartered steamers arrived and 
departed as usual. General cargoes and coal 
were handled freely, and comparatively few 
idle men were to be seen.

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PROGRESS IN CORK.

The 
agreement in the Distributive Workers’ strike 
covering the right of dismissal removed a big 
obstacle from the path of the negotiators, 
who are understood to have followed up their 
success by immediately tackling other 
problems of the situation.

THE 1ITALO-GREEK .

The Times in a leading article observes :— 


The silence of yesterday’s communiqué from the 
Imperial Conference suggests that the day’s 


discussion was not confined to pious plati- 
tudes. The great debate on foreign policy 
goes forward on Thursday, when Lord Curzon 
will have had time to discuss with his col- 
leagues the views of the Dominion Prime 
Ministers. Many considerations of the highest 
moment are before the assembled statesmen of 
the British Commonwealth, but of them all 
none is of deéper or more abiding consequence 
to its citizens and to mankind than the issues 
raised in the timely letter which Lord Grey 
of Fallodon addresses to us to-day. For these 
are pre-eminently moral issues—issues of the 
broad and permanent character from which 
whole systems of policy take their colour and 
their life. They are the sanctity of interna- 
tional treaties and the #atus and competence 
of the League of Nations as established by 
such treaties. The view of these fundamental 
matters which Lord Grey holds is the 
traditional view of the British people—the 
view which, as we recently recalled, was 
clearly and firmly laid down by Mr. Gladstone 
and Lord Granville in 1871, when it received 
the solemn sanction of all Europe, and re- 
affirmed by Lord Grey himself in 1908 as 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs in Mr. 
Asquith’s Government. It is in essentials the 
view which has been consistently maintained 
in these columns in the controversy which 
arose out of the Italian-Greek dispute. 

The colours in which Lord Grey paints the 
situation may be too sombre. Most of us 
entertain a hope, wholesome and invincible, 
that in the end the dread processes of history 
make for the progress and the welfare of man- 
kind. But the hour is dark, and its darkyess 
has been painfully revealed by the Italian- 
Greek episode. There can be no doubt of the 
broad facts. Italy, as Lord Grey says, though 
herself a member of the League, ignored the 
Coyenant- and committed an act of war when 
she occupied and bombarded Corfu. All the 
sophistries in the world—and some of those 
employed have been singularly audacious— 
cannot explain it, away. To deny that it was 
such an act is ‘‘to deny that words have any 
meaning.

LORD GREY’S APPREHENSION. 

Viscount Grey of Fallodon, in a letter ad- 
dressed from the League of Nations Union to 
the Editor of 7'he 7'imes, comments at length 
on the Italian-Greek episode, which, he says, 
has thrown a searching light on the state of 
feeling in Europe and on the state of Europe 
in general. He declares the only thing that 
will prevent the catastrophe of another great 
European war is that there should be in every 
case a genuine attempt to settle disputes be- 
tween nations by the just decision of an 
impartial authority before resort is had tw 
force. Every dispute thus settled by a just 
decision strengthens the foundations of peace. 
Every dispute not settled peaceably or justly 
undermines them. The Italian-Greek episode 
has exhibited the use of iorce in áts roughest 
form as a first step, and the matter has 
been closed by a decision not based upon 
ascertainment of the facts and their merits, 
and, therefore, not based on justice. Europe 
has drifted helplessly, but perceptibly, towards 
future war. 

The one thing that might have a hea 
this was close agreement and confident, co- 
operation between France and Great, Britain. 
I do not, he says, enter here on the causes 
that have made this condition lacking. I can 


do no more than urge that the sinister course 


of recent events is due to this want of co- 
operation, 
horrid clearness Europe sliding surely, though 
it may appear slowly, towards the abyss. 
Do we soles how far down the slope we 
have already gone ? How does liberty stand 
in Europe to-day ? Of the Great Powers of 
Europe, France and Great Britain alone re- 
main with free Constjtutions intact and not 
suspended. Can their peoples not see beneath 
difference of view on certain points the 
common interest the two countries have in 
standing together’? Can tiey not see that 
the trend of events in Europe is not favour- 
able to the ideals of either of them’? But 
repeatedly to emphasise the need for co- 
operation does not bring it about. 

It is essential that the representatives of 
the British Empire should be clear as to 
whether they are united in the policy of up- 
holding the Covenant of the League An- 
other crisis such as the Italian-Greek- contro- 
zersy may bring us all to the final parting of 
the ways. The future liberties of Europe 
depend upon regulating disputes between 
nations by justice and law, and upon main- 
taining the sanctity of treaties, and thus mak- 
ing peace secure. That is the policy for 
which the League of Nations was created to 
be the instrument. If it does not prevail, 
then there will be renewed competition in 
armaments, nations ruining themselves by 
expensive preparations for new war, which 
will make their ruin complete. The result 
will be wars or more revolutions, probably 
both, and that in no very long time. No 
nation, not even France hersélf, will escape 
catastrophe.

INNER STORY OF T 


On January 2, 1915, I received the follow- 
ing letter from Lord Kitchener :— 


‘You have no doubt seen Buchanan's telegram 
about the Russians and Turks; if not FitzGerald 
is taking it over. Do you think any naval action 
would be possible to prevent [the] Turks sending 
more men into the Caueasus and thus denuding 
Constantinople ? 

With this note Colonel FitzGerald brought 
the telegram from which the following extract 
is relevant :— 

Early this week the position of Russians in the 
Caucasus gave cause for grave anxiety, Turks having 
commenced enveloping movement seriously threaten- 
ing Russian forces. Commander-in-Chicf of the 
Army in the Caucasus pressed most urgently for 
reinforcements, many Caucasian troops being now 
employed against Germans, but Grand Duke has 
told him he must manage to keep on as he is. 

Grand Duke, however, asked if tt would be 
possible. for Lord Kitchener to arrange for a 
demonstration of some kind against Turks else- 
where, either naval or military, and to spread reports 
which would. cause Turks, who he sadys are very 
liable to go off at a tangent, to withdraw some of 
tlie forees now acling against Russians in the 
Caucasus, and thus ease the posilion of Russians. 


Grand Duke added that, even if Lord 
Kitchener was unable to help, he should stick 
to his present plans. 


Lord Kitchener Visits 
the Admiralty, 


Later in the day Lord Kitchener came over 
himself to see me at the Admiralty, and we 
had a full discussion on the Russian telegram 
and whether the Navy could do anything to 
help. All the possible alternatives in the 
Turkish theatre were mentioned. We both 
had in mind our discussions of November on 
the possibilities of a descent from Egypt upon 
Gallipoli. We both saw clearly the far-reach- 
ing consequences of a successful attack upon 
Constantinople. If there was any prospect 
of a serious attempt to force the Straits of the 
Dardanelles at a later stage, it would be in 
the highest degree imprudent to stir them up 
for the sake of a mere demonstration. 

I put this point forward, and suggested al- 
ternative diversions to help the Russians. 
Lord Kitchener did not dissent from the argu- 
ment, but he returned steadily and decidedly 
to the statement that he had no troops to 
spare, and could not face a large new ex- 
pansion of our military commitments. I have 
no record of this conversation, but my recol- 
lection of it is confirmed. by the second letter 
which I received from Lord Kitehener on 
this same day (January 2), 


Lord Kitchener to Mr. Churchill. 

January 2, 1915. 

I do not see that we can do anything that will 
very seriously help the Russians in the Caucasus. 
The Turks are evidently withdrawing most of 
their troops from Adrianople and asing them to 
reinforce their army against Russia, probably 
sending them by the Black Sea. 
In the Caucasus and Northern Persia the Russians 
are in a bad way. 
We have no troops to land anywhere. A 
demonstration at Smyrna would do no good and 
probably cause a slaughter of Christians. 
Alexandretta has already been tried, and would 
have no great effect a second time. The coast of 
Syria would have no effect. The only place where 
a demonstration might have some effect in stopping 
reinforcements going East would be the Dardanelles. 
Particularly if, as the Grand Duke said, reports 
could be spread at the same fime that 
Constantinople was threatened. 
We shall not be ready for anything big for some 
months. 


Lord Fisher Enters 
the Field. 


Qn the same day Lord Kitchener, as the 
result, no doubt, of the conversation which he 
had had with me, sent through the Foreign 
Office the following telegram to Petrograd :— 

Please assure the Grand Duke that steps will be 
taken to make a demonstration against the Turks. 
It is, however, feared that any action we can 
devise and carry out will be unlikely to seriously 
affect numbers of enemy in the Caucasus, or cause 
their withdrawal. 

This telegram committed us to a demon- 
stration against the Turks of some kind or 
another, but it did not commit us in respect 
of its direction, character, or scope. It was 
the least that :ould have been said in answer 
to a request of a hard-pressed Ally. 

The next morning (January ó) Lord Fisher 
entered ‘the field. He had been considering 
all these matters, had read the Russian tele- 
gram, and had full knowledge of my conver- 
The letter which 
he now sent me is of great importance, It 
reveals Lord Fisher’s position fully and 
clearly. ‘The turbulence of its style in no way 
affects the shrewdness and profundity of its 
vision. I do not think that Lord Fisher ever 
took any action or expressed any opinions 
which were irreconcilable with the general 
principles of these first thoughts. -He was 
always in favour of a great scheme against 
the Turks and to rally the Balkans. He 
always believed that Bulgaria was the key to 
the situation in this quarter. He was always 
prepared to risk the old battleships as part 
of a large naval, military, and diplomatic com- 
bination.

There never was the slightest chance of the 
whole of the Fisher plan being carried into 
effect. Sir William bertson, to whom he 
proposed to entrust it, would presumably have 
advised strongly against it, bis policy being 
concehtration in the main, or, as he woald no 
doubt have described it, the decisive theatre. 
The withdrawal of the Indian and 
75,000 seasoned troops from Sir John French's 
command and their replacement by Territorial 
divisions would have been i to the 
point of resignation by the Commander-in- 
Chief, supported by his whole Staff. General 
Joffre and the French Government woald have 
protested in a decisive manner. 

Lord Fisher’s third paragraph about the 
Greeks, Bulgarians, Serbians, and Ramanians 
expressed exactly what everybody wanted.

Mr. Lloyd George

All this was purely exploratory. I did not 
commit myself at this stage even to the 
general principle of an at upon Turkey.

A MODERN SCHOONER.—The Norwegian 
four-masted schooner-rigged ship Grosholm, 
of Christiania, docked in Belfast on Saturday 
from Miramichi, New Brunswick, with a cargo 
of timber, after a passage of sixteen days. 
Built in 1920 in Denmark, this ship is con- 
structed of steel and fitted with two Danish 
Diesel internal combustion oil engines of 260 
h.p. each as auxiliaries, so that the vessel 
is virtually doing the same work as a steamer, 
but much more economically. The tonnage is 
2,550 d.w. and 1,250 net, and the speed 
averdges ten knots under canvas and shoul 
seven knots when entirely dependent on the 
engines. Since the armistice the Germans 
have constricted a number of these ships.

intelligence—commercial, diplomatic and con- 
sular services, commercial travellers, samples, 
trade catalogues; statistics; Imperial com- 
munications-—shipping, air navigation, cables 
and wireless; reciprocal enforcement of judg- 
ments, including arbitration awards; Imperial 
co-operation with reference to patents, de- 
signs and trade marks; economic defence ; 
valuation of goods for Customs duty purposes ; 
Empire currency and exchange; co-operation 
for technical research and information; im- 
munity of State enterprises and merchandise 
works; Imperial policy regarding import and 
export of five stock; Imperial policy regard- 
ing forestry, workmen’s compensation and 
education. i 

The Imperial Economic Conference will hold 
both morning and afternoon sittings to-day 
and on Wednesday. The discussion on over- 
seas settlement will be resumed to-day. 

The Colonies and Protectorates Advisory 
Committee, in connection with the Economic 
Conference, met at the Colonial Office yester- 
day afternoon. The questions discussed in- 
cluded those affecting commercial intelligence, 
services in connection 
with Colonies and Protectorates, sugar pre- 
ference, and the constitution of a permanent 
Imperial Economic Comnuttee. 


EXPORTERS’ PROPOSALS. 


A group of manufacturers and exporters has 
submitted to the Imperial Economie Confer- 
ence proposals which, it is contended, would 
abolish the inequalities at present existing be- 
tween different countries exporting goods to 
the Dominions. 

One suggestion is that the present ad ralorem 
system be replaced by specific duties ‘based 
upon weight, weight being a static physical 
quality-much the same the. world over, or, 
where such a variation would be mutually ad- 
vantageous, upon! volume or number. . 

Another proposal is the substitution of 
specific rates of duty based on wages or other 
definite units for the existing anti-dumping 
legislation, the interests of manufacturers in 
the Dominions to be safeguarded by the im- 
position of special. rates of duty. 

These changes, it is claimed, would remove 
the disability under which the British manu- 
facturer labours by reason of his higher pro- 
duction costs and higher standard of living, 
under which, when he has paid Anti-dumping 
duty, Customs charges, etc., the value of the 
preferential tariff is neutralised.

DIVERS IN THE MINE. 


ATTEMPT TO TAKE FOOD TO 
ENTOMBED MEN. 


Three divers from the naval base at Rosyth 
went down the Redding coa] pit, near 
Falkirk, yesterday morning. It was believed 
that they would be able to carry food and 
restoratives through the flooded areas to three 
miners who are believed to be alive in No, 2 
section. 

The following official report was issued :— 
“Divers have been underground, and pene- 
trated the return airway of No. 2 section ball 
coal to a distance of 3575 feet, when an obstacle 
was encountered. Further procedure in this 
connection is now being considered.’’ 

On being interviewed, one of the divers said 
that aiter passing through the inundated 
roadway they were confronted with a barrier 
of fallen stones and props, and could make no 
further progress. The air was very bad. 
This notwithstanding, if instructed, they were 
quite willing to descend again. ; 

The Executive oí the National Union ef 
Scottish Mine Workers, who met in Glasgow 
yesterday, passed a resolution expressing the 
deepest sympathy with the relatives of the en- 
tombed men and of the dead miners. The 
Secretary was also instructed to demand from 
the Prime Minister a public inquiry into the 
calamity, and that the Government should 
ua a Commission to examine the guestion 
of waterlogged mining districts. 


FOOT-AND-MOUTH DISEASE. 


Foot-and-mouth disease has been confirmed

My tele- 
gram had contemplated something in the 
nature of an organised “ rush “” in accordance 
with Lord Fisher's suggestion about Adiniral 
Sturdee forcing the Straits with the Canopus 
class of battleships.

T sent a copy of the plan at once to the 
Prime Minister and some others, and it was 
freely discussed among those who were in- 
formed. Both the First Sea Lord and the 
Chief of the Staff seemed favourable to it. No 
one at any time threw the slightest doubt 
upon its technical soundness. 

No one, for instance, of the four or five 
great naval authorities, each with his technical 
staff who were privy, said, “ This is absurd. 
Ships cannot fight forts,’’ or criticised its 
details. On the contrary, they all treated it 
as an extremly interesting and hopeful pro- 
posal, and there*grew up in the secret circles 
of the Admiralty a perfectly clear opinion 
favourable to the operation.

We must guard against the appearance of a 
serious rebuff; and we shal) therefore at the outset 
only use the battleships needed for the initial stage, 
keeping the rest of the fleet spread between Malta, 
Alexandria, and Aiexandretta, whence they can 
concentrate very quickly. It is also very desirabiec 
that the Alexandretta operation should be so timed 
as to be practically simultancous with the attack 
on the. Dardanelles, so that if we are checked at 
the Dardaneiles we can represent that operation as 
a mere demonstration to cover the seizure of 
Alexandretta. I believe this aspect is important 
from an Oriental point of view. 

Could you therefore afrange this and let me 
have your. Alexandretta dates? We are aiming at 
February 15 for opening fire on the Dardane'les.

Minister to keep him informed.

Accordingly, the Bar Councii appointed a 
deputation to meet the Attorney-General, and 
also to interview the Incorporated Law 
Society, the members of which were also them- 
selves considering the matter. The deputation 
saw the Attorney-General and scair on him 
their views. He received them favourably and 
promised to consider their recommendations. 
They then embodied their recommendations in 
amendments, and these have. been printed in 
the joint names of Professor Magennis and 
Captain W. A. Redmond—both members of 
the Bar—and will come on in the ordinary 
course at Committee. 

As will be seen from these amendments, the 
Bar pressed that the salaries of the judges 
should be increased in the High Court from 
£2500 to £3,000. It is not advisable- that 
there should be any difference in the salaries 
of the High Court judges and those of the 
Court of Appeal, as such a discrepancy in 
salaries leads to applications being made for 
appointments of judges of the Court of 
Appeal, not on account of a man’s capacity. 
for the post, but because he wishes to get the 
extra salary of £500 a year. 

JURISDICTION, 

The Bar have also put forward the recom- 
mendation, by way of amendment to the 
jurisdiction of the circuit judge in regard to 
contract and tort, that it be reduced from 
£300 to £200, ‘on the grounds that £300 is a 
very large claim in Ireland and that a man 
should be entitled to have it tried, in the first 
instance, in the High Court, where the best 
available legal assistance may be obtained. 
They also wished to have the jurisdiction 
reduced from £60 to £45 in land title cases. 

When one considers that the valuation of

IRISH MATRIMONIAL CASE. 


SEPARATION MONEY 
DECREE. 


An interesting matrimonial case came before 
Judge O’Brien at the Waterford Quarter 
Sessions. The plaintiff, Mrs. Fitzgerald née 
Catherine O’Connor Hayden, daughter of a 
clergyman residing at Pentrith, Salisbury, 
England, sued her husband, William John 
Fitzgerald, of Eastlands, Tramore, described 
as of independent means, son of a surgeon- 
general in the Indian Army, for a sum of 
money alleged to be due under a separation 


so far as plaintiff was concerned, was alleged 
to amount to persecution. 

Counsel for the plaintiff said that the parties 
were married .in. April, 1915. Under the

DECISION OF BELFAST 


CHAMBER OF TRADE. 


At the meeting of the Belfast and District 
Chamber of Trade Executive yesterday, the 
Secretary read a letter, transmitted by air 
mail, from. the Plymouth. Incorporated’ Mer- 
cantile Association, intimating the inaugura- 
tion| of the experimental air mail route from 
Plymouth to Manchester and Belfast. 

On the motion of Councillor 8. D. Cheyne, 
a resolution was. passed, endorsing the resolu- 
tion of the Corporation,. which called on the 
Secretary of State for Air and the Postmaster- 
General to establish a regular air mail service 
between the South and Midlands of England 
and | Northern Ireland. 

In connection with the experimental air 
mail service from. Plymouth to Belfast . on 
Saturday, fragile packets, each weighing two 
or three pounds, were carried. These, in 
addition to the usual dummy mails, were 
dropped by parachute at Balmoral, and were 
picked up in good order.

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PROPOSED INCREASE OF 
MILLTOWN SUPPLY. 


Mr. Nicholas O'Dwyer, B.E., Chief 
Engineering Inspector of the Local Govern- 
ment Board, yesterday held a sworn inquiry 
into the application of the Rathmines and 
Rathgar Urban Council for a loan of £10,000 
for the purpose of laying an additional. water 
main at Milltown. 

Mr. E. 8. McDonnell, solicitor (Messrs. W. 
J. Shannon and Co.), who appeared for the 
Urban Council, said that 200 or 300 houses 
had been built at Milltown since the three- 
inch water main was laid. Now the supply 
of water was altogether inadequate, and they 
required a nine-inch main. 

Alderman William Ireland, Chairman of the 
Urban Council, said that the time had come 
when they felt compelled te ask for this loan. 
The money was very badly needed, and they 
thonght that under the present. conditions the 
project should. be carried through. 

In reply to the Inspector, witness declared 
that he was. perfectly satisfied that the ex- 
penditure would be justified. The Council was, 
fully aware of the burden the project would 
cast on the ratepayers. 

FIRE DANGER AT MILLTOWN. 

Mrs. Kettle, U.D.C., Chairman of the 
Public Health Committee, said that the 
matter had been carefully considered, and the 
Council felt justified in applying for a loan, so 
as to proceed with the work as soon as pos- 
sible. There was a fire at Milltown some time 
ago, and there was great difficulty in ex- 
tinguishing it owing to the lack of water. 

Mr. Lambert, the Council’s engineer, said 
that. the estimated cost of the proposed nine- 
inch main was £9,000. The nine-inch main 
would be ample to cope with any develop- 
ment or increase of population in the district, 

Further evidence having been given, Mr. 
Seacombe Mason, Clerk of the Council. stated 
that the valuation of the district was £191,475. 
The amount realisable by a rate of ls. in the 
£ was £9,574. Poor rate collectable £56,644, 
urban rate £89.355, giving a total of £145.999. 
The amount of loans already had was £704,320, 
which would now be increased by the amount 
of this loan. if granted. 

The indebtedness of the township was—for 
electric lighting and housing of the working 
classes, £504,320: less for water, electric light 
and housing. £191,076, leaving.the outstand- 
ing debt £113,244. 

It was proposed to raise the £10,000 by 
issuing a Township 34 per cent. Stock, repay- 
able in sixty years. The cost would be about 
a halfpenny in the £ on the rates.

He 
complained of the manner in which the men 
were kept. They were supposed to be arrested 
on the charge of wilful murder. 

Mr. O'Farrell, District Justice, said that he 
did not know anything about the case, and he 
asked where did it happen. 

Mr. Carroll—In the Kildorrery district, and 
these men came from there. 

Mr. O’Farrell—It does not come before me 
to-day. 

Mr. Carroll—I thought it was intended to 
bring them before you at ó o'clock.

HAYMAKING ‘“‘CUSTOM”’ THAT 
LED TO PROSECUTION. 

At. Kilrush District Sessions Court yester- 
day, before District Justice Gleeson, James 
Egan, Henry McGannon, Austin Boyle, P. 
Boyle, Martin Boyle, P. Egan and M. 
Callinan, all from Seafield, Quilty, were 
charged with the illegal possession of hay, 
the property of Miss Brew, Kilrush.

Sergeant McGill said that he arrested de- 
fendants on September 8 on Miss Brew’s 
lands for illegal possession, and charged them 
with removing the hay.

in- this country. He sentenced the defendants 
to four months” hard labour, to take immediate 
effect, unless they entered a bond under the 
Probation of Offenders Act to come up for 
judgment at any time when called _pon with- 
in the next two years.

SOME INDUSTRIAL ASPECTS 
COMPARED. 


‘‘Some Industrial Aspects of Sweden, and 
their Application to Ireland ”' was the sub- 
ject of an address by Mr. M. P. Rowan at the 
weekly lunch meeting of the Rotary Club in 
Dublin yesterday, at which Mr. W. A. 
McConnell, O.B.E., presided. 


In the course of his address, Mr. Rowan, 


| while not suggesting that any direct parallel 


could be drawn between the two countries, 
said that some of the sources from which the 
industrial life of Sweden derived its vitality 
were duplicated in this country im greater or 
lesser proportion. The area of Sweden was 
about five times, and the population one and 
a half times, that of Ireland. More than 
half of Sweden was covered with foregts, and 
therein lay. one of Sweden's greatest natura! 
sources of wealth. 

Sweden's prominent position in the world’s 


acted as waterways for the floating of timber. 
To render the floating of timber more com- 
plete waterways or canals had been con- 
structed trom the forests to the rivers, and 
79 million logs were floated annually, the cost 
of floating the timbers being about one-fifth 
of rail transport. It appeared to be the 
ambition of Sweden to complete, as far as pos 
sible, the ultimate stages of manufacture of 
her raw material before exporting. 

In Ireland’s case, Mr. Rowan said, some 
attempt at re-afforestation had been made by 
the Department of Agriculture and Technical 
Instruction, but before anything of an appre- 
ciable nature could be accomplished a really 
national programme was necessary. The area 
of the Department’s woods was about 20 
square miles. Planting by the Department 
was being carried on at less than two sqnare 
miles per annum, and it was doubtful whether 
this increase compensated for the woods cut 
and not replanted. 

They were told that there was abundant 
water power available in Ireland. About the 
year 1800 Sweden’s canals were no better 
equipped than were those of Ireland to-day. 
It would be interesting to-day to compare the 
volume of traffic on Ireland’s canals with that 
on Sweden's. waterways.

Neither victory entails a penalty at New- 
market, and the horse’s weight remains at 
6st.

MIWANI’S CLEVER WIN. 

Little Marten seemed to be going so 
strongly that it seemed as if his fine sweep- 
ing stride was going to carry him home by 
himself. “Inside the distance Miwani chal- 
lenged, and the little horse, coming bounding 


', along, beat the big one cleverely. I think that 


Miwani escaped all the jostling at the 
first turn, and this, of course, was a great 
advantage to him. Richards had him nicely 
placed at every stage of the race, and he ran 
a really good race, stones in front of his form 
earlier in the season. Little Marten certainly 
was well-enough placed a quarter of a mile 
from home to have come away and win his 
race, but he did seem to lack that little 
bit of pace extra to finish with. i 

There was some very spirited betting over 
the race, and Vilna, who opened favourite, 
was soon displaced by Little Marten. By the 
way, Vilna’s trainer, Mr, R. C. Dawson, who 
has been down with influenza, is much better, 
and was able to leave his bed yesterday. Argo 
was well supported, and de Mestre was con- 
fident that he would stay the two miles, but 
he faded out rapidly in the last quarter of a 
mile. The French-bred Despote, who is in the 
Cesarewitch, is a very nice, hardy type of 


colt, but he was outpaced early on, as was. 


Sewing Machine. The pace was altogether too 
hot for Vilna, who was never really in the 
hunt, but she was one of those heavily engaged 
in the scrimmaging. Apron made no show 
whatever, Altogether, it was a very interest- 
ing race, and Jittle Marten emerged from it 
with such distinction that I hope to see him 
do infinitely better if he runs at Newmarket 
next week. 

RESTORATION’S CANTER HOME. 

The rest of the racing was quite excellent. 
i thought that Cordobo would have won the 
Bestwood Nursery, and named Restoration and 
Santolina as the dangers. Santolina did not 
run, and Restoration won it in a canter by six 
lengths, with Cordobo, who was favourite, 
beaten a short head for second place by Becky- 
cilla. Restoration had got badly away at 
Newmarket last week when just beaten out of 
a place in the race won by Noble Order. He 
put up quite a dazzling performance here, 
for Cordobo is useful. 

Young Lord Ivor Churchill, a younger son 
of the Duke of Marlborough, who inherited 
a large slice of the millions left by his grand- 
father, Mr. W. K. Vanderbilt, won the South- 
well Maiden Three-Year-Old Plate with End 
Over End, for whom there was little or no 
fancy. The winner, who is trained by Captain 
Boyd-Rochfort, had been backed a few times 
earlier in the season, but had failed to get his 
head in front. Here he won rather easily by 
half a length from Belle Alliance, with Mr. 
Lowry’s Argos Lass, three parts of a length 
away, third. 

Martin Hartigan, the trainer of Miwani, 
wound up a satisfactory day by winning the 
Rufford Abbey Maiden Plate with Myrock, 
who was favourite. 

If there is nothing in to-morrow’s pro- 
gramme at Colwick Park to equal in interest 
to-day’s big handicap, it has some. bright 
features, notably the Sherwood Forest Nursery, 
for which Plack has arrived to run. This 
‘very game filly is sure to do well, but she 
has not yet been over seven furlongs, and may 
not be able to give the weight away to 
HELOISE, who won very easily over a mile 
at Alexandra Park September Meeting. Both 
The Night Patrol and LEIGHON TOR run for 
the Trial Plate, and with a «tone advantage in 
the weights I prefer the chance of the Manton 
filly. Should PARK SQUARE, who was un- 
lucky at Alexandra Park, be sent on here she 
might continue Martin Hartigan’s run of luck 
by winning the Elvaston Plate. In her 
absence, Up, Garryowen might win. 

PARTH’S FRENCH VICTORY. 

Everyone here is, of course, delighted at 
the victory of the Irish-bred colt Parth in the 
Prix de l’Arc de Triomphe at Longchamps on 
Sunday. There could have been nothing 
wrong with the form, for Massine, who was 
accounted about the best three-year-old in 
France early in the season, until he went 
wrong, was second, and the Grand Prix 
winner, Filibert de Savoie, was third, both 
only necks behind the winner. Jt was a most 
meritorious performance on the part of 
Parth, who hit the terrific gale when he ar- 
rived at Folkestone to cross the Channel. He 
was actually occupied from Tuesday to Satur- 
day in the um from Ogbourne to Long- 
champs, and to win as he did was a very 
fine períormance. 

The defeat of the French three-year-olds 
ma the confidence a little in the 
ability of Epinard to win the Cambridgeshire, 
for taking Parth’s public performances in 
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best French three-year-old form a way 
behind the best of the English. However, 
as Eugene Leigh; the trainer of Epinard, con- 
siders his colt to Zilbs. better than any 
other French three-year-old, it may not shake 
his convictions. It is very remarkable that 
up to now the horses which finished fourth, 
fifth, sixth, and seventh in the St. Leger’ have 
won sincé, and in four countries—ope in 
Franee, one in Ireland, one in Scotland, and 
one in England: excellent auguries for the 
prospects of the second and third—Papyrus in 
America and Teresina in the Cesarewitch.

OIL SHARES WEAK. 
MEXICAN OIL OUTPUT. 


Following the firmer tendency which de- 
veloped towards the close of last week, the 
Oil Share market was a disappointing one 
yesterday. At the commencement of busi- 
ness cheerfulness prevailed, with certain. of 
the leaders in demand at slightly ‘higher 
prices, but later an easier tendency developed, 
and the early gains were Jost.

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BUSINESS UNINTERESTING. 


In the absence of any change in coriditions 
governing business in the Miscellaneous and 
Industrial markets yesterday little of fresh 
interest developed. The accumulation of 
orders over the week-end was small, though 
rather’ more inqgiiry was reported in some 
directions as the day wore on, a demand 
springing up for a few of the cheaper pref.

‘This group generally displayed strength, 
and Iron and Steels had a firmer appearance, 
though business was scarce. Shipping shares 
kept up. Wireless and Cable issues exhibited 
firmness. Nitrates showed no decided ten- 
dency, while Land shares were irregular; Duff 
Debs. displayed strength.

FINANCIAL PARAGRAPHS. 


Politically the international situation exhibited 
no change over the week-end, and in the absence 
of any favourable developments, there has been 
nothing to conduce to activity in London Stock Ex- 
change business. From start to finish things were 
very quiet in the House yesterday, and movements 
almost everywhere were small enongh to be unim- 
portant. In the circumstances, the steadiness of 
the general market tone is an essentially favour- 
able feature. It is, undoubtedly, traceable to the 
belief that it will notybe long before the invest- 
ment markets become busier, in which event, stimu- 
lated -by the slothful condition of trade, values of 
high-class securities, would accordingly be ad- 
vanced substantially. 

Holders of Common Stock of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Co. resident in the United Kingdom are 
notified that the Commissioners of Iniand Revenne 
have, under the provisions of the Finance Act, 1920, 
authorised an allowance of relief from United King- 
dom income-tax for the fiscal year 1921-22 (ended 
April 6, 1922) in respect of the payment of 
Canadian income-tax by the company at the rate 
of 1/6 in the £. Shareholders desiring to claim the 
relief should apply to their local mspector of taxes. 


The measure of success achieved in the recon- 
etruction of Austria is giving rise to the idea that 
the country will become self-supporting before the 
available credits are exhausted. Austria is a con- 
crete example of the possibiities and value of 
international co-operation. In this particular case 
the achievement is remarkable. because the difficul- 
ties confronting Austria were as great, and perhaps 
even greater, than in any other affected country. 
Austria’s example is the subject of a leading article 
in the current issue of the Monthly Review of 
Barclay’s Bank.” The writer points out that a year 
aco Austrian currency was, with the single exception 
of that of Russia, the most discredited in Eutope, 
and the success ‘of the scheme of reconstruetion 
can be judged by the measure of stability it has 
accorded. An unsound currency is at once the 
cause and the result of economic disease, and no 
reform can be effect:ve which is not based upon the 
re@ocnition of the necessity of a balanced Budget, 
and which does not proceed upon a systematic plan 
of establishing the necessary equilibrium between 
revenue and expenditure without recourse to 
inflation.

That Home Railway Stocks shonid have lost the 
glamour surrounding them. earlier in the year is, 
perhaps, not surprising, having regard to the bad 
conditions of trade. Yet, while one section of the 
public is bemoaning their prospects another is calling 
loudiy for concessions in tates and fares, on the 
ground that too moth is filched from their pockets 
to support these undertakings of utility. It ts a 
curious position, and holders of Home Railway 
Stocks may well say they don’t know where they 
are. They get no gurdance from the weekly traffic 
returns, any attempt to draw comparisons with the 
ficures of a year ago only adding to their con- 
fusion, Four months mast elapse before dividends 
ate announced, and those fo.r months will, no 
doubt. be a time of anxiety for the great majority 
of Ordinary sharchoklers. We are inclined to think, 
however, that many will worry themselves un- 
necessarily that when the results of the working are 
published they will be quite satisfactory. Too little 
attention is paid to the big reduction in expenses, 
and particularly in wages. rates, and taxes, 
it is certain that the amalgamations have resulted 
in big eéohomies. f, therefore, gross receipts are 
dawn considerably there will probably be a corre- 
sponding reduction in working expenses.

Mr. F. H. Hamilton, the Chairman, in 
moving the adoption of the report and accounts, 
said that, as would be seen from the balance 
sheet, the only liability, apart from capital, 
was sundry creditors, £11,207. On the other 
side they had sundry debtors which repre- 
sented shares sold and not delivered and an- 
distributed balances £29,639, cash in London 
and Canada £35,200, while since the closing 
of the accounts a further sum of £15,478 had 
been received in respect of calls on shares. 
The other item on the asset side—namely, cost 
of shares and interests, £66,357—incladed over 
100,000 shares in the Associated Gold Mines 
of Western Australia, between 60,000 and 
70,000 in the Keeley Silver Mines, Ltd., and 
between 60,000 and 70,000 in the Vipond Con- 
solidated Mines, besides certain Canadian 
shares which were not dealt in on the London 
market. Included in this item also were their 
properties, which, as would be seen from the 
details given in the report, were of both con- 
siderable size and importance. These facts 
disclosed a strong position, on which they 
might fairly congratulate themselves. The 
profits for the year, £26,761, subject to 
income tax, corporation tax, etc., it was pro- 
posed to carry forward. 

Dealing with the development of the com- 
pany’s various interests, he said that the re- 
markable developments of the Keeley Mine 
were so well known that they called for no 
comment. In the Vipond Consolidated Mines, 
which adjoined the Hollinger Gold Miner 
although they had been at work on No. 10 
vein only during the last six months, Dr. Bel 
reported that they had over two years’ supply 
of ore, averaging over. $10 per ton, in sight, 
without reckoning a large amount of low- 
grade stuff. The mill, which was nearing 

completion, had a capacity of 150 tons per 
day, and was timed to commence production 
during December next. 

Having regard to the fact that those de- 
velopments a plied only to a small portion of 
the company’s area, they might be regarded 
as extremely satisfactory and encouraging. 

In the South Lorrain field the company had 
been very active. The Huronian Belt was not 
only the sponsor of the Keeley Mine, but it 
was due to its work in the first place that the 
great awakening of interest in that rich dis- 
trict was directly due. In the vicinity of the 
Keeley Mine they were interested in Claims 
H.R. 22 and 610; but during last summer 
work had to a large extent been concentrated 
upon the Maidensa property, some three miles 
north of the Keeley Mine, comprising H.R. 
66, 67, 69, 70 and 72. He quoted the official 
numbers of the claims, so that shareholders 
could identify them on any map. Four strong 
veins, showing in places good silver values, 
had been opened u 

The theory was that they were dealing with 
a similar proposition to the Keeley, and that 
as they approached the contact of the-Kewatin 
and Diabase they might expect a zone of 
great ‘enrichment, such as had been en- 
countered in the Keeley. Dr. Bell, to whose 
opinion on the South Lorrain field they natu- 
rally attached the greatest weight, reported 
that theoretically they should only look for 
small silver values at the present horizon, but 
at least one vein already showed substantial 
silver contents, which increased m amount 
downwards, and the chances of the proposition 
were excellent. To that opinion they would 
only add that they attached so much import- 
ance to that holding that on Dr. Bell's advice 
they had acquired interests in certain pro- 
perties—H.R. 509 and 520 and T. 19,262 and 
19,263; so that if the theory on which they 
were working proved correct they would con- 
trol a very large area. Outside of South 
Lorrain they had various gold mining in- 
terests in several districts ot Ontario, on the 
new fields on the Quebec-Ontario frontier, and 
a considerable number of gold claims in the 
Sault Saint Marie district, to which they were 
disposed to attach considerable importance. 

From that brief summary of their position 
it would be seen that their property interests 
were considerable, and it would be observed 
that their financial resources wele com- 
mensurate. When the whole capital of 
£200,000 was issued, the balance of cash and 
liquid assets, including only shares dealt in 
on the London Stock Exchange, would exceed 
£250,000. That was an i position, 
especially Mass regard to considerable 
expenditure made upon exploratory work on 
their various properties in the past, some of 
which had been abandoned. 

The staff in Canada, under the direction of 
Dr. Mackintosh Bell, was very active and 
efficient, and he wished to pay a tribute to 
the excellent work that they had accom- 
plished. 

The resolution was unanimously agreed to, 
and the proceedings closed with a vote of 
thanks to the Chairman and the Board, the 
Managing Director (Dr. Mackintosh Bell) and 
the Canadian staff.
